A. Except os hereinafter set 
forth, a wall, fence or hedge 
six feet in height may be lo¬ 
cated and maintained on any 
part of a lot, except that on 
corner lots all such walls, 
fences or hedges shall comply 
with the provisions of Section 
9531; 

B. No fence or wall may ex¬ 
ceed 42 Inches In height when 
located within 25 feet of the 
front yard line; 

C. Where a retaining wall 
protects a cut below the na¬ 
tural grade, and Is located on 
the line separating lots, such 
retaining wall may be topped 
by a fence, wall or hedge of 
the same height that would 
otherwise be permitted at the 
location if no retaining wall 
existed. Where a retaining wall 
contains a fill, the height of 
the retaining wall built to re¬ 
tain the fill shall be considered 
as contributing to the permis¬ 
sible height of a fence, solid 
wall or hedge, provided that In 
any event, a protective open 
work fence or wall not more 
than 42 inches In height may 
be erected at the top of the 
retaining wall. An open work 
fence means a fence in which 
the component solid portions 
are evenly distributed and 
constitute not more than 60% 
of the total surface area of the 
face of the fence.
